The Speakership Question Said to Be 
Dividing the Cabinet— Banner- 
man the Favorite. 



Gladstone on Sunday Observance— A 
Demand for Protection— The 
Currency Problem. 



London, March 16. — The great interest 
aronaed in the matter of the elaotion of a 
Baooeseor to' the Bight. Eon. Arthnr Wel- 

Ualoy Pool in tho apeakcrsbip of the Com- 
mons has been holf;htened since it haa be- 
come known that tho rotiroment of Spoakor 
Pool and tho aelection of hia aucoeBBor la 
likely to involve a change in tho personnel 
of the oabinet. ^ If Sir William Vernon Har- 
conrt should saoceed in parsaading hia col- 
leagues to accept his nominee for tho apoak- 
orshlp, Mr. Leonard H. Courtney, who 
occupied the position of deputy speaker 
from 1886 to 1892, the situation wonld be 
made Itsa oomplioated.- Mr. Conrtney, it is 
believend, would be able to. seonre the ohair 
In a atniggle againtb the ooneeded notninee 
of the CoDservatives, Sir Matthew White 
Ridley. Among the Radicals there te a feel- 
lafi against Mr. Courtney, bnb altbongh 
this feeling la atroag it is not 
sufficiently bitter to alford any material 
ssalatance to the opposltioa in eleotiag a 
Conservative to the ohair. Sir William 
Harcourt la ao greatly Interested in the 
oandidaoy of Mr. Courtney that he has per- 
aonally canvaasod the Radiaal aeotion of the 
House of CoDimons in his behalf against 
Mr. Campbell Bannerman, whoao elootion is 
really deaired by a majority of tho minia- 
toriil party. However, since a majority of 
the membora of the cabinet have aeleoted 
Mr. Campbell Bannerman aa their oandl- 
dato for Speaker, and ho haa accepted the 
nomination, it appears to bo aottlod that ho 
will be the next incumbont of the office. 

Mr. Gladatone hna intimated that ho will 
make hia reappearance in parliament on tho 
occaaion of Mr. Peel's rotiroment, as a 
tribute to tho departing Speaker. 

The Chronicle in an article on tho pro- 
babilities of the auccesaion to the spoaker- 
ahip, forecasts tho re-arrangoment of the 
oabinet in tho event of Mr, Campbell- 
Bannerman'a eleotlon, which it regards aa 
almost certain. The assiKnmeDta, according 
to this article, are aa follows : " Mr. Henry 
H. Fowler, ab present secretary for India,' 
to be secretary of state for war ; Mr. John 
Morley, chief aeoretary for Ireland, to 
be secretary of State for India ; 
Mr. Herbert Gladatone, firat commia- 
aioner of works, to bo chief secretary 
for Ireland." It la pratty certain that if 
this programme is carried opt, the Irish 
Nationalists will oppose the snbatitation of 
young Mr.' Oladatoce for Mr, Morley. The 
Buggestionof the retirement of Mr. Morley 
for the Irish secretaryship and the with- 
drawal of Mr. Campbell Bannerman from 
the yiKS, office at this, janotnre, may threaten 
to so^usterb the 'nnlhatry that a change 
will be oanaed in the seleetipn of a speaker- 
ship oandidate. Mr. Peel'i leilgnation will 
not be labmitted nntil the return of the 
Qaeen fronuuie Continent. 

Mr. Gladatone has issned a second article 
on the observance of Sanday, in which he 
argues that, with a true Christian, it is not 
' how much of the Lord's day shall be given 
to Hia servioo, but rather bow little ehall 
we withhold." Mr. Gladstone, who ia per- 
■onally a striot obaorver of Sunday, recently 
attributed his long life to the faoc that be 
invariably kept Sanday apart from his or- 
dinary life, and espeoially from his political 
life. 

Mr. H. Rider Haggard, the author, has 
been aeleoted ua tho Oonsorvatlvo oandidate 
for parliament for the conBtleuency of East 
Norfolk. 

THE BMPKKOR AS A CHAIRMAN. 

Bkkt.in, March IG. — Mombora of tho 
council of state aijreo in deacribing tho 
Emperor aa an unuBually able chairman. Ho 
can control the apcakera and lead their cx 
ouraivo uddroeaea to a practical conoluaion, 
thoy aay, with more diplomaoy and succoaa 
than any other presiding officer in their ox- 
porionoe. The only criticism ia that ho 
often has drawn tho roin too lightly. Tho 
Emperor's prestige has become, in fact, 
somowhat ombarraaaing. The continual ap- 
peals made to hia judgment aa chairman and 
BQvereign havo ^ruwn to be auch an 
annoyance that, according to to-day'a 
report, he folt obliged yeaterday to rebuke 
aeveral speakers rather sharply. If hia per- 
son were drawn cooataDtly into the debates 
within the ooonoil, as well bb the discnsalon 
ontside it, he said, he must oeaae preaiding 
at the meetings. Thia reference to outaido 
dlBonssion bore on the published statement 
that Connt Kanaitz at the Emperor's epeoial 
request would not bring hia grain monopoly 
motion to a vote in the reiobatag until the 
council's deoUion should be known. 

As far as ia known, the oounoil of state 
has done little for the agrarians beyond 
reoommending ateps to increase the sugar ex- 
port bounty and to promote thoexporta of the 
amall distilleries. Thn Roichaanzrger pub- 
lishoa thie afternoon tho council'a resolution 
endorsing Chancellor Hohonlobe's promiao 
to oonaidor with other powera the silver pro- 
blem. Tho reaolution eiprosaea tho opinion 
that the council ehould await the reault of 
the government's steps and not seek to ini- 
tiate measures of its own. 

DEMAND.S FOR PROTKOTION. 

To-day tho oounoil disouaaed again the 
boat moans of promoting the aalo and export 
of farm produce, The peraiatent domanda 
of tho wheat growers for more protection 
lnB arouaod tho wine growora of tho empire 
to bog for similar favors. Tho growers of 
tho MoaoUo valley havo potltionod tho coun- 
cil to recommocd a state wine monopoly, 
under whioh tho government ahali purohaao 
and ~eoll all foreign and artifiolal winos, 
establishing minimum pricea which will bt^ 
high enough to save the national Germati 
wines from keen competition. 

THE MONEY rROIiLEM. 

Doeplto tho protests from tho commltteo 
of Berlin merohanta, tho ohambora of com- 
morco and influontial trades throuj^hout tho 
empire, tho certainty grows that the gov- 
ornmont will aummon an International 
money conforenoo. Prince Hohcnioho must 
obtain tho acquieecenco of tho federal gov- 
ernment first. With this in band he will 
prepare a programme of the oonferenoe with 
the aid of specialists at home and abroad.

A FATAL INVENTION. 

An Exhibition of a New Fire Escape With 
Shocking Besnlt. 

DnLDTH, March 16. — There was a shock- 
ing tragedy at tho Spalding house this even- 
ing, resulting in tbo instant killing of 
George Maroott, aged lii, and the fatal in- 
juring of Fred. Marootti aged 25, his 
couBln, who were' illastrating the working 
of a patent fire escape juct invented by the 
latter. Just as the legislators who have 
been visiting tho iron mines arrived at 
tho hotel Maroott g»ve an exhibition of hia 
patent, which conaiata of u ropo and a eliding 
bolt. Ho made ono trip from tho oixth atory 
to the ground In safety and then atartcd to 
repeat it with hia young cousin. Whenih>y 
were at tho third atory the ropo parted juat 
above their heads and tho two ahot towtirdh 
the ground. Their foet struck on tho lod^o 
of u aocoud atory window and they turutd 
head downward. George atnick tho stone 
pavement squarely on his heud, which waa 
crushed to a shapoleaa maea, Fred Marcoti 
fell partially on hia baok and aide, llm 
aide waa terribly crnahed and aevbral bonta 
were broken. Ho was takon to tho lioapitul, 
where tho dootorssaid bo could not livo un- 
til morning. An examination of the rope 
abowed that the pulley on tho belt which 
Fred Maroott wore had worn tho atranda bu 
that when the weakened portions came in 
contact with the stone window ledge they 
parted.

Ottawa, March 16. — Tho oabinet met at 
three this afternoon, all the miniaters being 
present except Mesars. Ouimet, Smith and 
Ferguson, (The cabinet roae sharp at elx 
o'clock, but the Premier was in consulta- 
tion with Measra. Foster and Haggart for 
some time afterwards. Subsequently when 
Sir Mackenzie Bo well saw the corps of 
newspaper correapondents bo stated that 
there was nothing offioial to be announced. 
From' other lourcea, however, your cor- 
respondent learned that tho Manitoba 
school question will be taken up again 
at 11 a.m. on Monday. The matter 
came bofore council to-day In the Bhape of 
a report from the Minister of Juatioe. 
Sir Charles Tuppor Is well known to bo In 
favor of following a constitutional course 
and granting such remedial legialation as 
may be found to be warranted by the facts. 
A aub-committes of the counoil have been 
examining his report, and the government 
will probably reach a conoluaion on Monday. 

Thomas Patterson is oonfirmed in hia po- 
lition as lighthouse keeper at Oape Beale, 
vice Cox, deceased. 

It is reported that work will be com- 
menced on the Hudson's Bay railway within 
tho next three weeks. 



THE PILOT BAY SMBLTEE. 

First Shipment of Bullion— Proipectlve Em* 
ploymeat for an Army of Hen. 

Kaslo, March 16 — The first ahipment of 
bullion from the Pilot Bay amelter waa 
made to-day. The shipment consists of two 
carloada and goes to the refinery at Aurora. 

Q^he establlBhmentof this amolter is widely 
recognized as an event of groat importance 
to tho province, the latest comment being 
tho following from the Inland Sentinel of 

Kamloops : — 

" The commencement of operationa at tho 
Pilot IBjiylBuielter on Monday is an event on 
whioh the whole province ia to be congratu- 
lated, and wo hopo it Is but the pioneer of 
many other such worka to follow. Ono hun- 
dred tons of ore a day will bo required, and 
to produce this ore, convey it to tho amolter, 
burn the charcoal required and abstract tho 
mineral, will require a small army of men. 
It ia stated that the wot and the dry ores 
aro both to be had within easy distance. 
There aeama every proapect of tho ontorpriae 
being eucoeaeful, 

" Heretofore all tbo ores produced in 
West Kootonay, and that quantity haa boon 
largo during tho paat year, havo gone to 
keep American smeltera going, and necea- 
aarlly a goodly aharo of the profits from the 
mines has enrlohed foreigners. There ia 
Bufficlent ore in the immediate violnlty to 
keep the Pilot Bay ameltor in operation for 
years to come, so that tho ehipmonta of 
Canadian ore will continue almost unabated, 
eapeoially from the minea In tho Slooan. 
Cheap fuel and tho faoilitiea of communioa- 
tion, by rail, telegraph and mail, are fre- 
quently greater factora in determining the 
Bite of amelter than proximity to the mines, 
the lower cost of conveying the ores, not 
compensating for the greater advantages 
which certain situations on main lines of 
railways offer. In the United States few 
smelters arn aituated near the minea. 
Calgary has noted this faot, and elTorta 
aro being made there to raiae the necessary 
capital to erect smelting works to treat 
Slocan ore, and with some proapeot of sue- 
oeea. Thia city ueema juat aa favorable a 
□molter alto aa any, and much superior to 
some, and as trade between Kamloops and 
tho Slooan mines incroaaos the erection of a 
amolter ia among tho probabilitioa to follow. 
During tho paat soaaon Salmon Arm and 
Shuewap aettlerfl havo Buppliod fruit, vego- 
tabloa, hay, feed and proviaionB in lar^o 
quantitiea, and tho Kootonay promlaoa to 
booomo a market for tho produco of tho 
interior moro to bo desired than that of tho 
coast citioa. When tho Canadian PaciQo 
railway can bo induced to givo tho aamo 
freight rate to Kamloops as it does to term- 
inal points development of tho silver mines 
will carry with It a proportionate increaae 
to the bnalness of Kamloops."

If the deolalon is 
asalnat the city, then the city will pay for 
the traok. The company will be alioi^ed to 
track RobsoD street, leasini; It from the oity 
for ten years ; and at the expiration of ten 
years they will pay as a rental a percsntage 
of tho earnings. If the gross oaTnings are 
55,000 per mile, this rental will be one per 
cent., and so forth. The above are the 
general linos of the agreement.

Report of Proceedings of the Half 
Yearly MeetlEgr Kecently Held 
iu Londou. 

Usual Good Dividoiid Declared and 
Hard Times Said to Be Dla* 
appearing. 

(From the Financier.) 

(the haU-yearly general meeting of the 
Bank of Brltlah Columbia was held at the 
Cannon Street Hotel on Wedneadoy, Feb 
•:Oth, nndar tho prcnldor.oy of Sir Chae. 
Tnpper, Biru., G. C, M. G., C. U. 

Mr. S. Cameron Alexander (Secretary and 
Manaser) having read the notice convening 
the meeting, 

(The Oliainnan laid : Ladiea and gentle- 
men, I am sure you will reRrot equally with 
myaelf tho faot that Sir Robert Gilloapie, 
who haa been for nearly twenty years tho 
Cliaiman of the Court of Direotora of the 
Bank of Bcitiah Columbia, ia, greatly to hia 
own regret and that) of hia co-direotore, nn- 
able to attend the meeting to-day. He haa 
been anffering for tome time from the effeota 
of a severe ooldi and his medioai adviser haa 
•bBolutely prohibited hia venturing out for 
the pnrpooo of meeting you here. It en- 
ables, me, however, to say in hia abaenoe 
what I should have hesitated to expretl 80 
atroDgly in hia pcesenco, and that la that for 
twenty years and more in hiB oonneotion 
with thia Bank he has given the moat 
abundant evidence to all the sharehold- 
ers to his duvotion to their intereata. 
(Applause.) 1 may aay more— and I 
thlak in that I shall receive the cordial 
assent of every person prouent — he has given 
the most indisputable ovidonoo that his de- 
votion to the iutorouta of this Bank has been 
exceedingly advantageouB to tho ehare- 
holdera. (Applauao. ) I am glad to bo able 
to inform you that although he ig not hero 
on the present occasion, and although 1 also 
regret to be obliged to say that another ot 
the direotora, Mr. Smith, is prevented by 
an attack of lijflueDZ» fron:; being hero, thi\t 
instead of liatening to any poor ".vorda of 
mlno on the prebonli ocoaalon, I have the 
pleasure of presenting tho address of Sir 
Robert Gillespie, tho Chairman of tho Court 
of Directors, in bis own words. (Applause ) 
I may also say that when I have presented 
that addroBS to yon I am quite sure you will 
agree with mo that ho has in the frankest 
poaaiblu manner taken into his confidence tho 
ahareholdera of the Back of British Colum- 
bia in Buoh a way as thoy are entitled to be 
taken into iho confidence of the Board. I 
will now huve great pleasure in reading the 
address which Sir Robert Gillespie himaolf 
haa prepared for theoooaBlon : "Gentlemen, 
the period has. again arrived when it 
bocomea my duty to submit for your ap- 
pro .^al and adoption the Directors' report, 
together with a statement of the baluucs- 
shuet and of the profit and lo83 aoonaob for 
the half-year eodinic. tho 31* t doember, 
1894, and wbloh I will ask you to approve and 
adopt liefore reoaming niy eeac. I'tae report 
Indicates the reootnmendalion of the Qonrt 
of Direetors as to the' disirlbuiion of the re> 
snlfe of the buainen of the half-year, 
amounting to £30,164 14a. lid., and al- 
though this- reaalc ahowa a less amount of 

grofie, viththeezoeptionof the last June 
alf-year, tbanve have of late yeara been 
able to anbmlt to yon, I confidently rely, 
after you fully realize the adverse oiroum- 
atanoes under which we faave labored, and 
the di£Soaltiee we have had to contend with 
from the serious, the long-oontinned, and I 
can truly aay the anpreoedonted oondltion of 
trade, of finance, and of credit, both In Bri- 
tish (3olumbia and in the United States of 
America, tha^ we may congratulate our- 
selves that the result la aa favorable as it is. 
You will observe that tho Direotora recom- 
mend the payment of a dividend for tho 
half-year at the usual rate of 6 per cent, per 
annum with a bonus of I. per cent., making 
for tho year dividend ond bonus 8 per cent. 
The Direotora at the aame time reconjmond 
that £1G,000 be carried to credit of reserve 
fund, which will then stand at tho import- 
ant sum of £2S5,000, or nearly 50 per cent, 
of our capital, leaving a balance of £5,164 
14b. lid, to be carried forward to next half- 
year. 

The balanco-aheet ia made out In the usual 
form and rpqulrea little remark beyond 
EtaLiug that I think you will admit that it 
presents a very strong poBition. This 
etrangth in our resnuroes baa been absolute- 
ly oaeential for the last twelve months from 
the unsettled and critical condition of finan- 
cial matters in the United States, which haa 
required us to maintain large oaah reaorvea 
at all our branches, and eapeoially ao at the 
United States branobes, causing the bank to 
hold very large unemployed balances at a 
loaa of a large amount of interest, and this 
loss has been aggravated by tho abnormal 
cheapness of money In the London market, 
where it has not infrequently been difficult 
to lend money even at 1-4 per cent., the 
long continuance of whioh has never, I 
beliere, been exceeded. The profit and 
loss account I have already referred to 
and this does not rE(|uiro further notice 
from mo. I have on this occasion to re- 
fer to a subject that has for many 
years past been unnecessary, from tho 
bi.TipIo fact that tho bank has oxperieuced 
hitherto a remarkable immunity from bad 
dobtn. I have at former moolings of tho 
propriotorf, in refciring to this fact, wurned 
them thil each a etato of good fortune oculd 
hardly contitiuo without intorruptioD, and 
unfortunmsly it falls to nio now to inform 
you that through culpable noglocfc of inatruo- 
tions and deooption on tho piirt of two of 
our offiooro, and by tho fraudulent conduct 
of two of our ouatomors, we are thla half 
year compellrd to make provialon for u con- 
aldorablo loss. We have also to provide for 
donbtfal debts ia the usual course of busi 
no8f^ oauaed chiefly by tho long depression 
of trade and indllTaront crops, and the low 
prices of grain and other produce, the 
shrinkage of all olasaoa of securities, and the 
unsuoceRafui result of the fishing season. 
Ail theae adverse conditions of things have 
dep\pted the resources of tho trading com- 
munity, and hence it is that we, with most 
other Dompetlng banking institutions, have 
to make provision for losaea, Bnt, gentle- 
men, while I doubt not this is a disappoint- 
ment to yon, as it la to your direotora, lot ua 
ooniole ourselves with tba knowledge that we 
have in tho past pursued the wise and prudent 
course of building up so large a reserve 
t'nnd, and that we are now able to nrovide 
out of this fund a aum that will, I hope, 
Biiflico to meet the actual and contingent 
loeaoa and atill leave a very large amount a') 
credit of reaervo. We propose to transfer 
£50.000 from that fund to bad debts ac- 
count, writing off at once say £'27,-00 for 
ascertained bad debts, and leaving tho bal- 
ance to meet possible loaaos from accounts 
that are still outstanding, but which will 
probably improve with a more prosperous 
state of business. Tho transfer of this uum 
from reaervo will then leave that fund at 
£2.35,000, I may hero mention onr laloat 
advices indicate that already some Improvo- 
mont in business waa perceptible, and that

have been reduced sinoe the enirimate of a 
possible loss wiiB inade. We may, there- 
tore, hopn the coming spring, with the fin- 
a ^cial diifioulties in ttie United Statea over- 
CO ne, will see a return of greater oonfidenoe 
an I prooperiiy in British Columbia and in 
on • United States brancheu," (Applause.) 

Che Chair nan : t have now to move the 
f jliowfng rosoiutloQ— "(Chat the report and 
statemeuc of acoounta as now submitted be 
received and adopted." 

Mr, T. G. Gillespie seconded the reaoln- 
tioD, whioh waa carried unanimously. 

The Chairman : I have now the pleaenre 
of proposing — " That a dividend be paid on 
the paid-up capital of the bank at the rate 
of 6 per cent, per annum, and a bonua of 1 
per cent. , payable on and after the 23rd 
inkstant." 

This waa seconded by Mr. Gillespie and 
also carried unanimously. 

Mr. James Anderson : I have ploaaure in 
proposing— " That Sir Charlea I'upper be 
re-olectod a director of thla Company." 

Mr. C. W, Benson seconded the motion, 
whioh was agreed to unanimou.sly. 

The Chairman I have only to thank 
you, ladioa and gentlemen, for the kindness 
and the confidence yon have ahown me in 
re-oleoting me to a position in whioh I shall 
In tho future, as in the past, endeavor by all 
that lies in my power to aaaiat the chairman 
and the oourt of direotora In promoting your 
interests to the utmoat possible extent. 
(Applauao.) I have now the pleasnro of 
proposing, " That Mr. T. G. Oillespie, a 
dirootor, who retires by rotation, in'aooord- 
ence with the deed of settlement, be re- 
eleoted." 

The motion was seoonded by Mr. Ander- 
son and carried nnanimoualy. 

Mr. Gilleiipie : Mr. Chairman, ladies and 
gentlemen, I have to thank you for this re- 
newed evidence of your oonfidenoe In me, 
which I shall do my boat to merit by my 
conduct. 

Oti the motion ot Mr. James N. Scott, 
seconded by Dr. Drysdalo,.lho auditors (Mr. 
Wyndham Gibboa and Mr. R. Cumming) 
wore re elected. 

Tho Chairman having expressed his will- 
ingnoss to give the ahareholdera any further 
Information, or to answer any questions in 
oonneotion with the management of the 
bank, 

Mr, Holland aaked why there waa a great 
chango in the Investments of the bank Ghia 
half-year. Formerly their money waa in- 
vested in Consols aud Dominion of Canada 
Inscribed Stock, but now thoy 'had a dif- 
feront list of seouritios, and it seemed that 
tho whole of tho Consols had been sold. He 
also obaervod that the bank premises, whioh 
stood in the last account at £42,000, had 
been inoreaacd to £54,000, the Item now 
being atated aa " bank premises, furniture, 
and other property." 

Mr. T. G. Gillespie : Tho Chairman haa 
asked mo to reply to those questions. We 
had a considerable sum In Consols at an ex- 
ceedingly lew price, and tho directors, after 
considering the very enhanced value of Con- 
sols, thougnt it was advisable to take our 
profit, always provided we oonld place t' a 
procoeda in tqually sound, and pethapa bi i- 
ter, interest-earntn^ ascnrities, and thu- 
was done. The proho made upon such sale 
was at once carried to the reserve food. Aa 
to the other matter, the oharaoter of the 
bank absolutely prohibits us advancing up- 
on land, and the small enhanoed value of 
about £12,000 occurred in this way. We 
hold .Mrtain deeds of property as a pnrely 
collateral security, in addition to other' se- 
caritiea, upon a loan which we have held 
now for many moths past. It does not affect 
our real holding ezcopb aa oeilatoral, but we 
put it in as " other property," on account of 
the way in whioh it has been acquired. 

Mr. W. J. Lewis : What Is your opinion 
with regard to the position of matters in the 
United Statea in oonneotion with this and 
other Canadian banks ! 

The Chairman : We have reason to anti- 
cipate that the vcrj abnormal oommerolal 
and financial disturbance which has oxiated 
in tho United Statea so long and which has 
recently more or less aflfaoted British Colum- 
bia as the portion of Canada whioh is closely 
adjoining the United States, and which un- 
til recently had very close commercial and 
financial Intoroourso with that portion of 
the United States on the Pacific Coast — wo 
have reason to anticipate that these causes 
of diaturbancea which have so aorioaeiy af- 
fected all financial interests in the United 
Statea and to a greater or leas extent io 
Canada, will improve, and with that im- 
provement wo trust we ahall re- 
turn to our normal condition of 
prosperity. But, aa has been very fully 
atated In the address submitted by Sir 
Robert GiUeapIe, aa the Chairman of the 
Court of Direotora, we have pointed that 
out aa the probable cause which haa de- 
preased the iatereats of the bank, and which 
we trust will from thla time steadily im- 
prove. In fact, I may say that already we 
find some Indications on the western ahore 
of improvement, whioh, we trust, will con- 
tinue, but of course it ia quite impoBsibie 
for any person, unleas gifted with propbetio 
powers to say how soon thla oommerolal and 
finanoled depression in the United Statia 
from Which we have so considerably suf- 
fered, will be removed and the former con- 
dition of prosperity of that great country 
upon which so much depends be resumed. 

Replying to|Uapt. Ohallia, the Chairman 
at:kted that the two cfHoera of the Bink who 
wore implicated in tho losses were immedi- 
ately disitiisaod. Answering a further (|uea- 
tioD, he btatod that tho £50,000 tivken from 
tho reaervo fund waa not only sufiicient to 
meet all contingonoioa, but sirioo thoy eati- 
matod tho loss thoy had roooivid more en- 
couraging atatementa in rtfercnco to what 
thoy conoiderod to bo bad and doubtful 
debts, which they hoped would bring it 
within that amount. (Sear, hear.) 

Dr. Drysdalo : I beg to propoan a voto of 
thanks to tho Dlrcf'r.ij, I (eol that thiu io 
not such a cheerful i port aa wo are accus- 
tomed to, but I tliink that is tho very 
reasosi why wo should give a voto of thanks 
to tho Directors, becuuao in those times they 
are apt to be a little despondent as wo arc 
Guraelves. I have no doubt that many of us 
have suffered from tho general bad times all 
over tho world, whioh I do hope are going 
to puaa away aa th.i Chairman saya. There 
ia one thing that I think we can aay. This 
Bank aecms to have done better than anmo 
of Ita brethren in Canada, so that we cannot 
complain, and altogether oa we are receiving 
such a good divldead I think we should give 
a vote of thanke to the Directors for their 
n ;a'<agenient of the B<nk. (Applause,) 

Mr. Holland : I beg to seoond that, and I 
ainc irely hope that the Direoiwra will have 
a more cheerful report to present to ua at n 
future date. I have no doubt that In theae 
ttmea oi u fficulty tooy receive a good many 
hard words and little thanks for much more 
work. (Hoar, hear.) I hope, therefore, 
better timoa will oome, 

Tho motion naa cordially adopted. 
T.io Chairman : I beg, on behalf of the 
Chairman, who la now abaent, and also on 
behalf of one of our ablest oolloagues, and 
those who are present, to tender you our 
hearty thanks lor your kindness in aupport- 
InguiBsyou have under the prpsenh cir- 
oumstanceo. I can only aaa'nre you that in 
tho future the same unremitting devouon to 
tho intoresta of tho shareholder j will bo paid 
by tho Chalrjnan and by every member of

DULr BLEOTED. 

The Government Is to be oongratalated on 
the return of the Hon. Mr. Eberts by ao- 
ol&matlon. The electors of South Victoria 
took the senaible oourse when they refused 
to give enconragement to ambitious politi 
olani, \tho went to the district fishing for a 
nomination. It was, perhaps, a little oruel 
to amah the hopes of the aspiring gentlemen. 
An ansnocesafal contest would give one of 
them tbenotoriety for which he is pining, 
and would help blm to establlah a claim on 
tho oonaideration of tho Oppoaition which 
could be put forward on some future occa' 
aion. Bat the electors of the Dlatriob have 
sometbing*else to do jast now than to waste 
their time In farthering the solfiah deilgna 
of political aohemera. They are represented 
by a good man, who will do mora to further 
their interests and tho interests of tho elec 
tora of the whole province than a regiment 
of peripatetio politicians. 

UNINTENTIONAL PRAISE. 

We are glad to see that the organ of the 
Oppoaition ia bearing the stroogeat testi 
mony to the fidelity of the Colonist to the 
interests of the poople of British Columbia in 
general and to those of tho city of Victoria 
in particular. It la also proving that 
the Colonist is independent and 
outspoken as well as faithful. This 
testimony ia the more valuable bo- 
cauae it is indirect and net intended to 
benefit the Colonist. We trust that our 
contemporary will continue to ahow the 
people that in every orlsia of the 
Province's history and in every in- 
stance in which the services of an inde- 
pendent advocate wore required, the Colon- 
ist did not heaitate to take the aide ot the 
people, even if in doing eo it found it necos- 
aary to give nttoranoo to what eomo aup- 
porters of the Governmeut may have con- 
sidered unpalatable truth. We trust, too, 
that oar contemporary will see how foolish 
and how unjust it has been to accuae 
of servility a paper which on ita own ahow 
ing did not heaitate to censure the GoV' 
ornmont, when in its opinion blame was 
deaerved, 



ON TUESDAY. 



We trust that the ratepayers of the city 
will bear in mind that TUESDAY next la 
the day on which they are asked to vote for 
the by-law to anthoriee the Corporation to 
borrow $19,000 " to improve the service of 
tho Fire Dopartmont within the municipal 
limits of the City of Victoria." It needs no 
argument to show that the oity requires more 
and better protection from fire. Everyone 
knows that there are parts of the oity al- 
most wholly unproteoted, and that the pre- 
aont apparatus for oxtinguiahing firos 
ia in&dcquato. It ia eoldom that 
money for ao good a purpose is so urgently 
needed. The truth is the city cannot afford 
to do without better fire proteotion. The 
fire deparement service shonld have' been 
improved before this. Great risk has been 
incurred by deferring ita improvement and it 
would be utter folly to postpone it any longer. 
Other cities, Toronto and Winnipeg for in- 
stance, have pub off putting their fire de- 
partments in good order thinking that there 
was time enough to make the improvements 
required. Disastrous fires brolce out 
within their limits and while tho 
city Govornmonta wore making up 
their minda to do what thay knew was ne- 
coasary millions of dollars worth of property 
was destroyed, and now the citizens are 
employed in the necessary but unsatisfao- 
tory work of looking the door after tho 
horse has been stolon. Providentially, no 
such miafortuno has coino upon Victoria to 
convince ita cillzons and tho City Council of 
the ruinous folly of putting off a work of 
suoh noooaeity. But it would be most un- 
wise in them not to profit by the experience 
for which the inhabitants of the oitles wo 
havo named, and thoae of many othor oitioa, 
have boon forced to pay so high a price. 
We trnat that the citizens are so 



well convinced of the necessity there is for 
better fire protection that nob a single vote 
will bo cast against the by-law for putting 
the Fire Department in better order. If we 
were going to find fault vith the law at all 
we would take exception to it because the 
sum aeked for is ao small. But we presume 
the City Council haa given the matter care- 
ful and intelligent oonaideration, and has 
arrived at tho conclusion that §19,000 ia 
enough to put the Fire Department on a 
good footing and - to give the . citizens the 
protection they so urgently need. 

No ratepayer should allow himaolf to 
think that thia request of tho City Council 
is eo roasoBable, and tho need of hotter fire 
protection is so evident, that there will bo 
ratepayers enough to vote for the passage of 
the by-]^w without his putting himself to 
an inoonvenienoe to go to the polls. It is 
through over confidence and apathy like 
thia that many good by-laws havo boon lost 
and many bad ones havo boon aufforod to 
pass. It ia nob a groat deal of trouble to go 
to the polling place, and no harm can poaai- 
bly come of there being a large vote in favor 
of the by-law, but a very great deal of mis- 
chief may result from the vote tor it being 
too small. 

Some may objaot to applying tho money 
voted for the erection of a crematory " to bo 
expended for and towarda tho coat of oon- 
atructing worka for supplying tho inhabit- 
ants of the municipality of the City of Vic- 
toria with electric light" on the ground that 
enough money has already been voted to 
give the citizens the electric light they re- 
quire. That may be, but it is too late now 
to attach much weight to thob consideration. 
The money has been aponb and tho electric 
light worka are nob completed, and it will 
bo wasted if the transferenoe aaked for 
is not made. The preaenb City 
Council appears to be careful and 
eoonomfoal, and we do not think that there 
is tho least foar of their wasting or misap- 
propriating tha money that will bo placed 
in their hands to complete the Electric 
Works. That the oity needs to be better 
lighted than it has been hitherto everyone 
knows, and there is every reason to believe 
that when the works now in progress are 
completed a very great improvement will 
be effected. The passing of this by-law will 
add nothing to the burdens of tho ratO' 
payers, and we are well convinced that 
when the money is expended in putting tho 
finishing touches to the Klectrio Works the 
citizens will admit that they have reoefved 
good value for their money. 

TUESDAY 
is tho day on which tho by-laws are to be 
submitted to tho elootora. This should not 
be forgotten by thoao who take an interest 
in the welfare of the city. 

BRAZENING IT OUT. 

The Times meets our exposure of its mis- 
statements in the matter of the Bella Coola 
colonists in its usual way. Instead of try 

ing to prove that we were mistaken in our 
conoluaiona and that oui; reporter had mia 
reported tho Rev. Mr. Saugatad it repeats 
ita miarepreaontationa, flavoring them with 
somewhat more than the usual amount of 
vilification. Instead of -asking Mr. Saug 
atad if the CoLOMisT interviewer had pub 
words in his mouth whioh he bad not uttered, 
as could easily have boon done, it, 
with an effrontery and a disregard 
of truth which wo regret to havo 
to say havo become its characteristics, 
impudently says : " Now we do not think 
so meanly of the Kev. Mr. Saugstad as to 
Bupposo that he would make atatoments ono 
day and take them back the next, and wo 
are therefore left to tho conclusion that bhe 
Colonist haa calmly invented ' denials ' 
and put them in his mouth." 

The Times has no excuse for making this 
statement, which is maliciously false, for 
Mr. Saugstad was in town on Friday and 
could have been seen and questioned as 
to the truth of the interview that 
appeared in that morning's Colonist. 
Bub instead of trying to find out 
whether or not Mr, Saugstad had 
been misrepresented the (Times found it 
easier and more convenient to invent a false 
acousation against the Colokist. 

ir, aa our contemporary asaerta, " the 
Colonist haa calmly invented deniala and 
put them in hia mouth," Mr. Saugstad 
would havo been only too glad of the oppor- 
tunity to expose the untruthfulness of tho 
CoLOKisT interviewer. Indeed, if he had 
been made, aa the Tlmea assumes, to oontra- 
dicb himself it ia difficult to undoratand why 
ho had not, through tho columns of tho 
Times, promptly aaaurod tho public that 
worda had been attributed to him by tho 
Colonist which he had never uttered, 
and no doubt if the case had bean as the 
Times baa represented, thia is the course he 
would havo pursued. There would have 
been plenty of times for the Danube did not 
sail until Friday ovoning. 

The Times adda to its false accusation a 
statoment equally false. " This work," it 
Bays, " ia done under the direction of the 
Qovernmenb." Tlie Times would hove the 
public believe that there ia always a member 
of the Governmenb at tha editor of the 
Colonist's elbow tolling him what to write 
and what to keep out of the paper. 
Nothing could posaibly be moro un- 
true than this. If tho Times only know 
how little tho Governmonb and thoao con- 
nected with the Government have to do 
with the Colonist it would be astonished. 
But the habit it haa of taking ita guesses 
and Burmieoa to bo facts has become 
80 confirmud that lb acoms to have 
forgotten that well ascertained truth 
ia tho " osaentlal olemenb " of statements 
that are intended to be considered reliable. 
In what it says of the relations between the 
Governmonb and the Colonist ib givea full 
rein to its imagination, and it aeoms to con- 
aider tho " oBsential olemenb" wholly un- 
neoeaaary. Wo aupposo that tho habit haa 
become inveterate and that as far as the

THE ORPHANS' EOMB. 

There is no charitable Institution more 
creditable to this oity than tha Protestant 
Orphans' Home. It is well and wiaely man- 
aged. It glvos a comfortable home and an 
sxcellont training to u large cumber of or- 
phans who would without) it have been 
neglected and either died 'roiserably in their 
childhood or grown up bo^ba nuiaanoea to 
the community. The good whioh 'the Or. 
phana' Home has done, and ia doing, is nob 
easily calculated. It ia pleasant lo know 
that it haa heretofore boon not only woll, 
but genorouely supported. People have given 
to it liberally and with the atmost oheerfnl- 
neas — ao mnch so that a ■ gentleman 
who had been appointed to col- 
lect contributions for it, when 
tho times were hotter than they are now, de- 
olarod in the writer's presence that though 
he entered upon the work relaobantly he 
found it "a picnb." Bveryone gave taadUy 
and more than he expected. Times are 
harder now, bat we trust that tho good citi- 
zens of Victoria will nob allow tho Orphans' 
Homo to languish f :)r want of support. Tho 
little ones need to bo taken care of cow ae 
bidly as ever they did, and tho alternative oi 
throwing them forlorn andbelplesa upon tho 
world is even more dreadfnl bo contemplate 
tO'day than it was a few years ago. 

It will need more energy and greater 
sacrifices to maintain tho Protestant Or- 
phans' Home now than when times wcro 
bettor, but wo are sure that the aecoasary 
exertion will be made, and that thoae who 
have hitb^Hlb contributed to ita anpport will 
not grow weary of well-doing. 

Appointing an Orphans' Sunday and 
BGcuring the aid of tho Baptiata aa a de- 
nomination are stops In tho right direction. 
Thoae who contribute to bhe sapporb of tho 
Protestant Orphans' Home viU havo the 
aatiafaotion of knowing that every cent 
given will be oartfuUy adminiatered. Tho 
Board of Direstors have hithorto been both 
zealous and judiciooa, and they have been 
moat fortunate in their Boleotlon of a matron. 
It would, we believe, be impotaible to secure 
the aervlces of a lady who would perform 
bhe responaibia and very diffionlt duties of 
bhe position more oonscientioasly and with 
better judgment. 

WINTER WBATHER. 

A good many peraona imagina that people 
are hoalbhior in winter than In summer. 
They talk of tho bracing effect oi the win- 
ter'a cold and of ita biting breezea. Bnb 
when men geb on the wrong side of fifty 
they find that the tadk about the atimalat- 
ing effsot of frosty weather ia nonsense. The 
UDCommooly cold weather of the present 
winter in Great Britain haa increased the 
death rate to a degree surprising to many 
people who believe that winter ia tha healthi- 
est season of the year. This is what Harold 
Frederic, the accomplished oorreipondent of 
the New York Times, saya abont the effeob 
of the cold spell on tho publio health : 

Ib ia many years since there was ex- 
perienced a winter ao fatal to oldorly people, 
Influenza and allied afleotlona of tho re- 
apiratory organs last week took 1, 150 victima 
in London, of whom more than half wore 
peraona over sixty years of age. The total 
death rate of the metropolis has risen to 
.38)1, whioh is without precedent, while 
Liverpool haa reached tho terrible rata of 
551. In tho death advortiaomenta of the 
newapapers the proportion of old folk sooma 
two or three to ono. Naturally the obituary 
columns are crowded with notices of moder- 
ately distinguished clerics, aoldiera, writers 
and the like, of advanced years. Professor 
John Stuart Ulaokie in Edinburgh, and Sir 
Henry Bawlinaon in London have given this 
week's list a world>wide importanee.

Tho front breadth lapjjod 
over to tbe leftside, and the waist oross- 
ed over sarplice fashion under a folded 
Boarf of heliotrope velvet of tbe richest 



shade. Down each side of the book there 
was a breadth o£ 'boliotrope velvet," and 
straps of this extended up over tho 

shoulders, and the.so fonuod tho scarf iu 
front. Tho center breadth was of tho 
satin duchess, in one heavy bos plait. 
There were two enormous ohased silver 
buttons on the back and' two more in 
front, where it fastened. Tho sleeves 
were plain balloon puffs, with stiif and 
tlaring cuffs at tho wrists, and these 
wore faced with velvet.

There are also 
some belts, to be used where there is a 
yoke, and theso aro ai-ranged to fit down 
to a point instead of going straight 
around. Tho bolts aro to use with tho 
blouse waists. Tho metals will outer 
very largely into tho finest costumes for 
spring, but moro as a trimming than a 
component part. Great oxidized silver 
buttons, richly and artistically chased, 
will be soon, and buckles and clasps of 
every kind. Some skirts aro looped up 
with largo buckles or slides of silver or 
gold, or often of both combined. Pearl 
buttons handsomely carved and mount- 
ed will also bo much likod. They will 
bo of usQ to trim tho .spring coats and 
costumes. Tho whito pearl is preferred. 
Tho carving on them is often startling. 
I saw one set with all tho signs of tho 
zodiac radiating from tho central point. 

Black chilTon has aohioved a sudden 
and unexpected pojiularity, and it is seen 
as drapery and trimming on ahnost ev- 
erything. Thero aro flounces of it ex- 
quisitely worked in gold threads in tho 
perforated patterns. These are to bo used 
on black matorial. Some of tho chiffon 
flounces aro embroidered in colored 
silks and aro very pretty, but not as 
rich as tbe gold.

Tho T<-ni)itiiiK of Cliildmi. 

One of tho most cruel and sliortsiglit 
ed actions in tlie world is that of will- 
fully t(!mpting eliildren. A mother — 
necessarily of none too robust moral 
fiber herself — thinks it necessary that 
her children should learn to resist temp- 
tation. Accordingly, instead of helping 
thom to ovorcomo those temptations 
that olVor the)nselv(!s evi^ry day unso- 
licited, she purposely arranges bait by 
moans of which the children maybe en- 
trapped and then punishes them if they 
do not prove strong enough to conquer 
in tho unequal struggle. There is some- 
thing almost demoniacal in tho idea of 
forbidding a small child to oat sweetH 
and then leaving it in tho room with an 
open box of confectiouory, yet mothers 
who consider themselves tender and de- 
voted have done this and similar things, 
apiKirently with a (jniet cons(nenco. If 
a temptation of half the strength liad 
b(!fallen them, they Would have inovita- 
biy yielded to it in spite of mature roa- 
Douing powers and self control, yet they 
expect their inexperienced little ones 
to be incorruptible. The most sheltored 
condition offers to tiio infantile mind 
continual temptation, to steal, to lie, to 
rebel against proper authority — in short, 
to indulge in mini.aturo in nearly all 
the evil of tho groat world. To put ad- 
dition'\l stumbling blocks in the path of 
the child id not only thoughtless. It is 
morally criminal. The road to genuine 
goodness is dilllcult enough to men and 
women. Ilir.v mueh nmre rougii is ic 
for tho little untried foot of children, 
in -whom natural impulse works as yet 
unoheoked by the moral sense 1

Resolution J'assed Endorsing Aid. 
TVilliama' Scheme for a Finme 
to Elk Lake. 

The ratepayeri did not turn out in very 
large numbers at the public meeting in the 
oity hali last night for the discdasion of the 

proposed electric light and fire protection 
by-Iawa and other civic matters. 

Mayor Teogue, who presided, stated that 
the meeting waa called in response to a 
motion of tho council to discuis civic mat- 
ters, more particularly the two money by. 
laws to be voted upon on the 19th, and Aid. 
Willlama' water flumo scheme that would 
come up In the council on Monday. 

Aid. Bragg being called upon to ex- 
plain the electric light Bohome, said 
that as chairman of tho electric light com- 
mittee he would Ity tho matter before them 
as pluliily aa he could. He read a detailed 
statement of ' he • xp»nditure to date, show 
log a total of SGI),775 341, tf which $5,775 34 
had to ba tttlteo out of the general revenue 
for this vn»r To complete the work will 
require S3,?)04 6G m^klog a total expendi- 
ture over ust year's loan of $9,080. The 
onnnoil atked the ratepayers to allow the 
$10 000 crematory fund to be used, ao that 
the prenen' year's revenue could be relieved 
of the 29 08O Ho defended his position ou 
the lino bhaf -ing by aaying ho had gone on 
the I Xpert opinion of Mr. Cartmel, 
When Mr Hamiiton was asked if it was to 
bo a complete plant without extras ho only 
alluded to his own contract, Tho council 
were misled in the matter but not by him. 
If I he superintendent had been there at the 
time ho could have explained that the line 
shaf'^ waa not included and so averted all 
subspquent misunderstandings. 

Aid. Partridge, speaking on tho fire pro- 
tection extension by law, said that he want- 
ed, in accordance with his promises given at 
the election, to give proper protection to the 
outlying parts of the city. Tho sum aaked 
ia the by-law waa $19,000, He pointed out 
that at preaent the department would be 
powerless if a fire took place in an outlying 
district. 

Aid. WUliaraa was well applauded as ho 
came forward to speak on tho water ques- 
tion. In bis department at present ho ex- 
plained there was §125,000 available. 
Last year's council spent some §17,000 for 
land at Elk lake and $4,500 at the dam. To 
avoid the city water supply next summer 
being in the bad condition it was laat sum- 
mer, he waa endeavoring to perfect a achome 
to bring Elk lake water direct by a flame 
into the oity mains. It would be necessary 
to puddle the out aide of the old filter bed 
walls, which at preaent leak badly, so that 
they conld be need as basins till the new 
filter beds were completed. He showeil 
a laree diagram of the wooden 
box flume which It waa proposed 
to construct to Klk lake. It was to be sup- 
ported by piles and have a suflicient capa- 
city to fill the IG inch und 12 inch mains. 
The expenditure would be small and would 
be well spent, for it would obviate the use of 
Beaver lake water. As for tho new filters, 
he could not promise when they would be 
completed, but he did not think the city 
would havo filtered water this year. He 
moved the following resolution, seconded by 
Aid. Bragg ; 

" AVhereao it ia of tho utmost importance 
that during the conatruction of the proposed 
filter beds, and before tho hot weather, it 
is very desirable that the clearer water 
of Elk lake shall be brought Into the oity of 
Victoria ; And whereas the coat of bringing 
the water In any other way than by a 
wooden flume to the preaent filter beds 
would exceed $25,000 ; Therefore be it re- 
aolved that a wooden flame be conatrncted, 
the coat sot to exceed |6,000." 

The reaolution waa carried without any 
ahow of opposition. 

In reply to a question. Aid. Wliliama aald 
It was a mystery to him when the filter 
plans would got back from the Eoat, 
and his idea waa that a proper busi- 
ness orrangoment should have been made 
before they wcro sent East. (Applause.) 
The box flumo would coat less lhau staves 
and bo just as sorvicoablo. It would be of 
use after the filter beds were completed, aa 
it would bring the clear water from Elk 
lake and so save tho cxponae of cleaning out 
tho filtora as often as would otherwise be 
neceaaary. Though he would like to aeo 
Beaver lake cleaned out ao that its water 
would not contaminate Elk lake, tho clean 
ing could not be done while tho water was 
taken from Beaver lake aa at present. 

Aid. Partridge, for tho information of tho 
meeting read a telegram from Toronto stat- 
ing that the filter plans had been mailed 
back aeveral days ago. On Monday the 
ratepayers would know all about them. 

Aid. Macmillan taking up the fire proteo 
tion l}y-law said he had worked hard since 
his election to got bis promises in this ro- 
apeot carried out. He showed that in tho 
eastern and western part of the city some 
protection from fire la abaolutely required, 
it waa not Intended to buy an expensive 
plant but simply what was absolutely neces- 
sary. Bo road the following estimate of 
how it is proposed to expend tho money. 

Victoria West — Building site, S.'SOO; en 
gine house, $2,000; two lioraea, $.^00; exten- 
Bion fire alarm, §9U0; furniture and fitlinga, 
$400; hsraesa and eundriea, $.'iOO; combined 
chemical ergino and hose wagon with GOO 
feet of hose on hand. 

Eastern Section — Building aite, $1,000 ; 
engine house, §2.000 ; three horses, $750 ; 
firo alarin, $900 ; furniturn and fittings, 
S-100 ; harnoBS und sundries, $300 ; hydrants, 
$100 ; steam fire engine, hose cart and 600 
feet! hose on hand. 

Jambs Bat — Hydrants, $200 ; fire alarm, 
§300 

Central— Engine houao, $4,500; cheml 
cal engine, $2,75t) ; harness, furnltnre, hy- 
drants, firodlurm, etc., $750. 

Total expenditure, $18 850. 

If tho ratepayers, valued their property. 
Aid. Mucmillau continued, they would 
pass tho by-low submitted 
them. Ho also supported tho electric 
light by-law, and denied that ho had said 
that) the William Hamilton Company's man- 
ner of putting in the plant was a fraud. Ho 
apoke in general terms. The plant waa 
snffiolently good of its kind, but last year's 
connoll bad sacrificed quality to make up 
for the extra cost of the site. He did not 
aay that tho contract was not carried cut as 
far us it want, but. it should have gone fur- 
ther to comploto it. 

Aid. Cameron aa a member of the finance 
committee gave practically the aame reaaona 
asAld, Bragg in favor of the electriolight by- 
law, Tho money had to be raised some way, 
and It waa hotter to ase money lying idio 
than to inoroaao the amount that tho uity 
had to pay for ainking fund and interest 
which already waa nearly a third of tho 
revenue. In round numbera including tho 
olootrio light completion, tho rough oatl- 
matea ahowed a deficit of $37,000, which 
had to be met and balanoed lomehov,-" Ai
